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The 1973 U.S. Civil Airmen Statistics is the fifth edition of an 
annual study published to meet the demands of FAA, other government 
agencies, and industry for more detailed airmen statistics than those 
published in other FAA reports. The collection and dissemination of 
expanded aircraft data have created a need for more compatible airmen 
statistics. This information is required to establish more valid rela- 
tionships between aircraft and airmen and to furnish more realistic 
bench marks for measuring trends in the civil airmen counts and their 
overall effect on the various segments of aviation. The distribution 
of regional data has been revised to conform to the Ten Region Concept 
emanating from the President's desire to have a common field alignment 
of major FAA field structures. 


Statistics pertaining to airmen, both pilot and nonpilot, were 
obtained from the official airman certification records maintained by 


the Data Services Division, of the FAA Aeronautical Center, at Oklahoma | 


City, Oklahoma.

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I. ACTIVE PILOT CERTIFICATES HELD 


At the close of 1973 the active pilot count totaled 714,607, compared 
with 750,869 at the end of 1972. The total count includes all pilots with 
current medical certifieates; it also includes pilots who no longer fly but 
desire to keep their active status by periodic medical examinations. The 
decrease in the number of airmen resulted from a purging of the Airmen 
Certification files. During this process approximate ly 26 thousand 
duplicates or faulty. records were eliminated. 


The number of student pilots increased from 181,477 in 1972 to 181,905 
in 1973. Private pilots accounted for 42 percent of the current pilot count; 
private pilots ratings for 1973 were 298,921. 


Pilots with commercial ratings represented 26 percent of the 1973 
total pilot count, their number totaling 182,444. The number of airline 
transport rated pilots increased 1 percent from 37,714 to 39,139. Despite 
fluctuations in their growth rate, by 1984 ATR pilots should total 53,800. 


As noted in Figure 4, only slight changes occurred in the age 
distribution of ATR pilots. Approximately 53 percent of all ATR's were 
in the age groups under 45 years. The remaining 47 percent were 45 years 
and over. 


In 1973, helicopter only pilots totaled 5,968. In addition 
there were 21,794 with multiple ratings, including helicopter ratings. 
Together they totaled 27,762. More detailed data pertaining to all pilots 
with ratings to fly helicopters are shown in tables 6 and 8. 


_ There were 4,288 pilots rated to fly gliders only. In addition, there 
were 9,107 pilots with multiple ratings, which included glider ratings. 
Together they totaled 13,395. The vast proportionate growth in the number 
of glider pilots forecast for 1984 should up the number of single rating 
glider pilots to 14,000. Additional data pertaining to total helicopter 
and glider pilots appear in tables 6 and 8. 


Flight instructors decreased 3 percent from 37,858 to 36,795. Despite 
the small decrease registered in 1973, and the slight gain in 1972, the 
number of flight instructors may be expected to resume their uptrend; but at 
a rather moderate rate of growth. 


The number of instrument rated pilots decreased 1 percent from 187,909 
to 185,696. Agency foremst indicate a high correlation between the 
implementation of safety programs and the number of pilots with IFR ratings. 
By 1984, this figure should reach a high of 397,000. |

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II. NONPILOT CERTIFICATES HELD 


_ The count of nonpilot airmen dropped during 1973, with a loss of 3 
percent. The 1973 year-end count totaled 304,747, compared with 315,348 
in 1972. 


The data for dispatchers, mechanics, parachute riggers, and ground 
instructors represent the number of certificates issued to date and remain 
valid without periodic medicals. The data for control tower operators, 
flight engineers and flight navigators, represent the number of active 
certificates held, since validation of these ratings requires periodic 
medicals. 


The 193,337 mechanic certificates held comprised 63 percent of all 
.nonpilot certificates. Mechanic ratings decreased 4 percent below the 
previous year's count of 201,700. 


Ground instructors decreased 3 percent from 48,450 in 1972 to 46,827. 
Second in proportionate representation to mechanics, ground instructors 
represented 15 percent of the 1973 nonpilot count. The number of control 
tower operators decreased from 23,353 in 1972 to 23,250 in 1973. 


A ll-percent decrease lowered the flight navigators’ count from 2,957 
to 2,636. The future trend in the number of flight navigators may be 
downward, as a result of the decreasing demand for flight navigators. 


Following a steady increase in parachute riggers in the 1968-1972 
period, a 5-percent decrease occurred in 1973, from 7,287, to 6,941.

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III. ALRMEN CERTIFICATES ISSUED 


Original ratings issued to pilot and nonpilot airmen in 1973 totaled 
223,162 -- 207,305 pilot ratings, and 15,857 nonpilot ratings, accounting 
for a 7-percent increase over the previous year. 


Student certificates rose 8 percent in 1973, from 121,543 to 131,384, 
following a 5-percent decrease in 1972. Private ratings issued increased 
from 50,523 in 1972 to 53,140 in 1973 or 5 percent. Commercial ratings 
also increased 5 percent to 16,769 in 1973. 


' The 3,224 airline transport ratings issued accounted for a dramatic 
increase of 24 percent over the previous year's count of 2,604, following 
outstanding gains in 1969 and 1970 of 62 percent and 83 percent, 
respectively, “helicopter only" ratings issued made a complete reversal, 
when certificates issued dropped 19 percent, 30 percent and 29 percent 
in 1971, 1972 and 1973, respectively. 


During 1973, 892 "glider only" certificates were issued, compared with 
713 in the previous year, for a 25-percent gain. 


Additional data pertaining to pilot ratings issued may be found in tables 
22, 23, and 24. 


The 1973 count of original nonpilot issuances increased to 15,857, 17 percent 

above the previous year's count of 13,710. Mechanic ratings issued 

accounted for 53 percent of all nonpilot issuances, with their 1973 activity 
recording 3-percent increase over 1972. 


From 457 in 1972, certificates issued for parachute rigger ratings 
decreased 9 percent to 418; the number of ground instructor ratings 
increased 13 percent to 2,506; and flight navigator ratings increased 100 
percent to 70 for the same period. 


Decreases in certificates issued to dispatchers, control tower operators, 
and a dramatic increase for flight engineers occurred in 1973 compared with 
the previous year. Dispatchers dropped 11 percent, control operators 7 
percent, while flight engineers rose 258 percent. 


Total additional ratings issued in 1973 rose 13 percent, from 42,459 in 
1972 to 48,170. The 39,656 additional pilot ratings represented a 1l6-percent 
increase over the 34,295 certificates issued during 1972. Nonpilot airmen 
received 8,514 additional ratings, up 4 percent from 8,164 on record fer 


1972. IFR additional ratings issued totaled 19,649, up 14 percent from 1972.
